The man who surrendered Ainer* 
'f-n forces on Bataan has urged 
congress to provide benefits for 
soldiers who were beaten and 
starved as prisoners of the Japan- 
ese. 


Retired Maj." Gen. Edward P. 


King, Jr., of St. Simon Island, Ga{ 
told a senate 
committee many 


such 
soldiers 
were 
discharged 


without disability benefits. 
He 


predicted they will develop defects 
in the future. 


"Medicai evidence will say that 


even though those men show no 
disability at the present time they 
have it inherent in them", he testi- 
fied. 


King said the Japanese policy of 


starving prisoners, while working 
them long hours, weaken ' hearts 
of these men. Many have died un- 
expectedly of heart failures, he 
added. 


The stocky general told a senate 


judiciary subcommittee the starv- 
ing- was deliberate and not because 
of necessity. 


The subcommittee is considering 


house-approved legislation to pay 
civilians for the time they spent 
as prisoners. The money to be used 
would come from assets of Ger- 
mans and Japanese frozen in this 
country at the start of the war.

another, and became loafers and 
slackers, expecting: others to help 
them. It was under these circum- 
stances that Paul declared, quite 
roundly, that while it was the duty 
of Christians to bear one another's 
burdens, every man nevertheless 
should bear his own burden, and 
that if a man did not work, neither 
should he eat 


But. thouph there were hypo- 
crites and slackers in the early 
church as there have been 
all 


through the church's history, deep 
sincerity 
marked 
the 
Christian 


communities. 
One 
can 
see in 
many passages m the New Testa- 
ment the evidences of the way in 


which Christians 
ministered 
to, 
and helped one another, even if 
they did not continue the carliec 
practice of having 
all 
things in 
common. 


This helpfulness, arising- out of 
Christian fellowship, was not only 
from 
individuals to individuals, 
the prevalent hospitality of which 
one RCts such clear indications in 
the Book of Acts, but there was a 
bond of fellowship 
and 
helpful- 
ness 
between 
churches. 
The 
church at Jerusalem sent Paul 
and Barnabas 
with greetings to 
the Christians at 
Antioch and 
those 
in 
better-off. 
Christian 
churches sent gifts to the poorer 
saints at Jerusalem. 


When one considers how much 
this was in contrast 
with 
the 
earlier attitude, one can see how 
effective 
was the 
work 
of the 
Spirit. It wa John, against whom
